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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species I, wherein claims 14-21 and 17 read thereon and 
14 is generic, in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 22-26 and 28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "rockers", 
"supporting elements" and "drives" (only one of each is shown; are there more?) must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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5. The drawings are objected to because the signs "1CT, V", "6"', "2'" are missing 
from the specification. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof.

9. The claims are objected to because they lack a proper introduction. The present 
Office practice is to insist that each claim must be the object of a sentence stating with "I 
(or we) claim", "The invention claimed is", or the equivalent. M.P.E.P. § 608.01 (m). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 14-21 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 14, there is no positive antecedent basis for "the cutting movement". 
The use of the terms "rockers", "supporting elements" and "drives" is confusing, in that, 
they are in the plural form. It appears that these terms should not be in the plural form. 
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In claim 15, the phrase "wherein the support elements are mounted between the 
drives for effecting the cutting movement and the rockers" is confusing, in that, it is not 
clear how the support elements are mounted between the drives. Is the cutting 
movement set forth in claim 14 the same as it is here? How are the supporting 
elements between the drives and the rockers? Is applicant referring to the crank? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 14-16, 18-19 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Foreign Document 2718793, hereinafter FD 793. 

FD 793 discloses the same invention as claimed including, for example: drums 
(39,40) with cutting tools (37/38); at least one driving device (103/108) for accelerating 
the cutting tools to a peripheral speed corresponding to a speed of the workpiece; a 
separately controllable adjusting device (49/48/47/45/44) for one of the drums and is 
mounted on a rocker (45), said adjusting device comprising a drive (49) for effecting a 
cutting movement and support elements (the piston of 49) for the rockers that are 
shortenable. 

As to claim 16, the support elements are lockable by holding the piston cylinder 
device stationary. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



14. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 



Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

15. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over FD 793. 
FD 793 discloses the claimed invention except for the drive comprising a crank. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use a crank for the purpose of controlling the drum where 
electrically energy is only available because the examiner takes Official Notice of the 
equivalence of hydraulic cylinder and cranks for their use in the tool translation art and 
the selection of any of these known equivalents to translate a tool would be within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art. 

16. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over FD 793. 
FD 793 discloses the claimed invention except for jacket area as an anvil; however, the 
examiner official notice that it is old and well known in the art to use jacket areas for 
anvils instead of cooperating chisel for the purpose of extending the area that the 
cooperating knife can engage the anvil. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to use a jacket area as 
an anvil instead of another chisel tool in order to increase the anvil area that is 
engageable with the chisel.
